Our attention h as been called to a p olitical article 
in th e Rush ville Telegram, p robably w ritten from a 
Democratic camp aign standp oint. 
It is our observation th at such m atters usually act 
as a temp est in a teap ot. 
So far as we know and understand th e sentiment of 
th e County, everybody is in favor of Boy Scout move­ 
ments, 4-H Club movements and th e County Fair.

The Public H ealth Serv ice points out th a t 
m any people assume th a t protection is prov ided 
• through the superv ision of some proper official 
or sanitary authority. 
Do a little inv estigation 
for yourself, is the substance of the adv ice. The 
chief danger is pollution w ith excreta from the 
bodies of others. 
There is an erroneous idea th a t w ater in a 
stream will purify itself under all conditions in 
trav ellling a certain distance. 
M any conditions 
enter into the safety factor here. The safe course 
is to insist upon bacteriological exam inations. 
Swim m ing pools are often the source of infec­ 
tions, and public authorities should take ¿v ery 
precaution to m inimize the dangers.

OUR PECK OF DIRT. 
R ecent m easurem ents of the am ount of dust 
in th e air indicate th a t while we m ay not “eat 
a peck of dirt” in a life-tim e, we do swallow two 
or th ree tablespoonfuls of it in a year. T hat is 
th e estim ate for laige and sooty cities. 
It may 
serv e as an index of the am ount of dust not 
swallowed, but deposited on the surface of the 
h u m an fram e, in the hair, on the hands, on col­ 
lars and other clothing. 
It is so hard to m easure dust accurately, and 
to establish the size of the dust particle used as 
a u nit of m easurem ent, th a t figures giv en for 
th e dirt in the air abov e New York City a t any 
tim e by v arious estim ators v ary from four or fiv e 
tons to 2.G00 tons. 
There are said to be about 
500,000 dust and soot particles per cubic foot. 
Sundays are less dusty th a n week-days, a t 
least in the cities, a fact w hich m ay be con­ 
nected w ith the national tradition of the S a tu r­ 


day *night bath. 
If wind conditions are the 
same, air dustiness v aries w ith th e tim e elapsed 
a lte r rain. Ev en a heav y rain nev er reduces the 
dust content of the tir to zero. A thin, long-con­ 
tinued drizzle is a far better dust-rem ov er th an 
a heav y downpour. 
City dust is m ingled w ith 
soot and cinders, but country dust is stirred up 
by m otorists. 
v 
W hile w eather bureaus and industrial experts 
are m easuring the dust, and heating engineers 
are trying to reduce the am ount of soot, the 
work of cleaning up has to go on. 
Tub and 
shower baths for people, scrubbing and sand­ 
blasting for buildings, frequent laundering for 
curtains and clothes, and daily flushing of city 
streets m ust continue unw eariedly. 
One point 
especially needs to be em phasized in v iew of the 
v ast am ount of dust in the air. 
Food th a t can 
be w ashed should not be exposed, but should not 
be exposed, but should be well cov ered in the 
course of its progress from, m anu factu rer to 
consum er.

Apparent attempts of the state

stated that he recalled nothing 
about this.

OCR PECK OF DIRT. 


Recent measurements of the amount of dust 


*Sn the air indicate that while we may not "eat 
a peck of dirt" in a life-time, we do swallow two 
or three tablespoonfuls of it in a year. That is 
ihe estimate for large and sooty cities. It may 
'serve as an index of the amount of dust not 
swallowed, but deposited on the surface of the 
human frame, hi the hair, on the hands, on col- 
lars and other clothing. 


It is so hard to measure dust accurately, and 


Tto establish the size Of tile dust particle used as 
a unit of measurement, that figures given for 
toe dirt in the air above New York City at any 
time by various estimators vary from four or five 
tons to 2,000 tons. There are said to be about 
£00,000 dust and soot particles per cubic foot. 
' Sundays are less dusty than week-days, at 
least in the cities, a fact which may be con- 
nected with the national tradition of the Satur- 


day "night bath. 
If wind conditions are the 


same, air dustiness varies with the tune elapsed 
after ram. Even a heavy rain never reduces the 
dust content of the tir to zero. .A thin, long-con- 
tinued drizzle is a far better dust-remover than 
a heavy downpour. City dust is mingled with 
goot and cinders, but country dust is stored up 
by motorists. 
, 
v 


While weather bureaus and industrial experts 


are measuring the dust, and heating engineers 
are trying to reduce the amount of soot, the 
work of cleaning up has to go on. 
Tub and 


shower baths for people, scrubbing and sand- 
blasting for buildings, frequent laundering for 
curtains and clothes, and daily flushing of city 
streets must continue unweariedly. One point 
especially needs to be emphasized in view of the 
vast amount of dust in the air. Food that can 
be washed should not be exposed, but should not 
be exposed, but should be well covered in the 
course of its progress from, manufacturer to 
consumer.
